Chemicals in Our Waters 


The announcement by the United 


States Geological Survey that there is 
arsenic in Lake Winnebago should, as 
the organization emphasized, be no 
cause for alarm. The amount is 
relatively small and has only been 
discovered because of recent"new 
techniques in determining the presence 
of such agents. But it is one more 
warning that we must continue to keep 
tighter controls upon our environment. 


No one seems to know the exact 


source of the arsenic found in many 
streams and lakes throughout the 
country, many with much higher content 
than in Winnebago, although the most 
likely source seems to be a run-off from 
various pesticides which use arsenic in 
varying degrees. No local industries 
seem to have contributed. 


But exactly what or who should be the 


watchdog over the quality of water and 
air once again surfaces. 


The Wisconsin Ecological Society has 


charged that the Department of Natural 
Resources is not publicizing enough the 
"dangerous levels of DDT" that have 
developed in some fish caught in 
Wisconsin waters. There is a conflict of 
interest, the Society suggests, because 


the DNR is also concerned with selling 
fishing licenses, stocking streams with 
fish and encouraging sports fishing. 
Douglas LaFollette, speaking asv a 
member of the board of the Society, says 
that according to a paper presented at a 
meeting in Chicago by two members of 
the DNR that "approximately 80 per 
cent of the Lake Michigan commercial 
catch is nonmarketable in interstate 
commerce." The Society argues that if 
this is true then tax dollars should not be 
spent to promote commercial or sports 
fishing without at least considerably 
more warning about the dangers of 
eating such fish. 


However innocuous the amounts of 


chemicals in our drinking and swim- 
ming waters may be and how much they 
penetrate the fish we eat, their deter- 
mination should be made and we must 
be careful there is no conflict of interest 
with the public interest in either the 
information about such agents or the 
regulations concerning them. We do not 
have to be full-fledged advocates ot 
organically grown foods to be con- 
cerned. Trust in those responsible for 
accurate and honest information is 
essential.

Nixon Intervenes in the Calley Case 


There are many reasons why the 


conviction of Lieutenant William Calley 
can be opposed and protested. 
Editorially we have gone into them 
rather thoroughly over the last few 
weeks.

And that 
means that the final reviewing authority 
will be the President of the United States 
as commander-in-chief. 


This poses political ramifications, and 


it would appear that the heavy volume of 
mail being received at the White House 
in Calley's behalf already is having an 
effect. 


Whatever the differences of opinion 


about what constitutes murder or 
atrocity at a time of war — even our 
undeclared one — and whatever the 
ultimate responsibilities of those higher- 
up in the rank of command as far as My 
Lai is concerned, Lieutenant Calley was 
convicted by a legal court-martial of the 
premeditated murder of 22 people. 


How many other convicted 
mur- 


derers would the President of the United 
States order freed from jail until their 
cases were reviewed? How many other 
military men stay in stockades con- 
victed of far lesser offenses? 


Punishing Conscientious Objectors 


The House of Representatives 


decision that conscientious objectors 
have a three year rather than a two year 
responsibility to serve the nation in lieu 
of military service is obviously a 
punitive action. It says far more about 
the men who voted for the change than it 
does about the true conscientious ob- 
jector. It is a frightening demonstration 
of how far this country seems to be 
leaning in the direction of a military 
leadership. 


Previously a man declared to be a 


true conscientious objector, opposed to 
all wars, not merely the current one, 
could render his obligation either in a 
non-combatant role within the military 
service, or in some public service such 
as work in mental hospitals for the same 
period of time required of those drafted 
into the military — two years. But the 
bill passed by the House would extend 
the objector's obligation to three years 
because, according to the militant 
Congressman from Louisiana, Edward 
Hebert, the Supreme Court has "opened 
the floodgates to let every type of in- 
dividual hide behind the cloak of being a 
conscientious objector" and this is a 
national disgrace.

possibility of being tabbed a 
con- 


scientious objector to those who object to 
war on ethical as well as upon religious 
grounds.

Since the great majority 
of these young men, we believe, feel a 
deep obligation to serve others they will 
not regret having to spend another year 
doing just that.

4) As regards the question of 


ultimate responsibility, the 
public is entitled to be con- 
fused. We hanged Admiral 
Yamashita after the second 
World War, and if we applied 
rigorously the logic of that 
execution, we xvould have a 
case for hanging General 
Westmoreland. That would be 
preposterous and cruel. So 
that we learn, gradually, what 
some people knew and warned 
against in 1945: victors' 
justice. 


We are overdue for shame in

If all the U.S. citizens who 


didn't vote in the 1968 
Presidential election had gone 
to the polls and voted for Tiny 
Tim, he would have been 
elected President of the 
United States. 


Put that in your civics-class 


pipe and smoke it. Here is the

richest, 
most 


powerful nation on the earth 
holding an election for the 
most important post in the 
world — and the number of 
citizens who stayed away 
from the polls was larger than 
the number who voted for the 
winning candidate. 


Something has got to be 


wrong here. And there is no 
point in blaming the people 
who stayed away; such moral 
recriminations are futile. 
They 
simply 
weren't 


motivated to cast their vote 
for any candidate. Whether 
they were lazy, cynical or 
indifferent, something in the 
system failed to touch their 
nerve of self-interest, much 
less their sense of civic duty. 


How can any Presdient 


claim to speak and act for his 
country, when he beats his 
opponent by only a percentage 
point or two — and when both 
of them could have been 
beaten if the non-voters had 
united behind another can- 
didate? Apathy is the real 
ruler in such a case, and we 
have to discover what causes 
the apathy. 


Nobody is doing this, of 


course—except perhaps John 
Gardner and bis "Common 
Cause" movement, •which I 
suspect is a little too dean* 


collared and goody-goody to 
get down to the dirty roots of 
the whole problem. Mean- 
while, the winners exult and 
the losers excuse, and both get 
ready for the next con- 
frontation of electing a 
President by default. 


The most significant survey 


the pollsters could take would 
be one to determine not why or 
how people are voting, but 
why they aren't. What turns 
them off? Is it the quality of 
candidates? The mechanism 
of registration and voting? 
The sense of individual futility 
in the face of political 
machinery? Or some deep- 
sealed anomie that makes all 
social norms and values seem 
equally irrelevant to one's 
personal needs? 


We simply don't know right 


now. What we do know is that

This is a terrifying power to

Women Knit Brows at Worry Clinic in Chilton

CHILTON—When you worry, 


do you do it effectively? 


Women attending last week's 


Worry Clinic, at the Calumet 
County Courthouse, received a 
few tips from Dr. Phillip Gi- 
b e a o, clinical 
psychologist

Health Center, Madison. 


Using reverse psychology, 


and a humorous approach, Dr. 
Gibeau said years ago people 
worried about their neighbors 
having more than them, about 
a new dress or a new home.

"What better way to 
mess up a friendship than to 
confide in your friend about 
your worries, and then wonder 
later if she is going to keep 
your secret?"

said, historians were quick to 
agree that Rome would not 
have burned if Nero had not 
been so concerned about being 
"on the Ed Sullivan show," 
Like Nero, time after time 


you can ignore things; you 
can postpone things while 
you're doing what's more 
important for you at that 
particular tune, he said, but 
unfortunately, everytime you 
forget to attend to details that 
need to be taken care of, or 
sometimes when you only 
recall things that are pleas- 
ureable to you. things happen 
that you don't know quite how 
to control. 


How did we get to worry, 


Dr. Gibeau asked? "Weil. I 
think if you look back into 
your own history, you will find 
that you had at least one 
relative who was a chronic 
worrier. From the word go, 
nothing could happen without 
this relative making it 
worse." Then, you have the 
"classic worrier" to whom 
nothing ever happened right 
You couldn't pay her a com- 
pliment without her knocking 
it down. 


To worry effectively, you 


should worry about all the 
possible things that could 
happen to you and set a goal 
to have something happen, 
Dr. Gibeau said. First you 
dwell on it, and then blow it 
up bigger and bigger until you 
cry your heart out, not shar- 
ing it with anyone. 


Secondly, he advised, al- 


ways blame yourself; really 
suffer; think of all the things 
you could have done; make it 
into a bigger and better worry 
and you will have developed 
the art and can concentrate 
on the imagination.

are, the more you will find 
your own inadequacies," he 
said. "The next best thing to 
do." he said, "is sit back and 
relax and keep telling your- 
self you can't do something 
and why should you try. Do it 
well, and pretty soon you will 
have a mental disease," Dr. 
Gibeau warned. 


The final worrying step to 


mental illness, he said, is to 


get people to reject you; be 
sloppy about your hygiene; 
take on an odor and never do 
what people want you to do; 
do the opposite. All these 
reverse steps will help you to 
worry effectively, he con- 
cluded. 


A s e c o n d discussion on 


worry was lead by Dr. Julio 
de Arteaga, a Brillion physi- 
cian who talked on "Letting 


Go W i t h o u t Guilt" with 
emphasis on "emptying the 
nest and beginning life at 40." 


This is a period that is most 


difficult in a woman's life, Dr. 
de Arteaga said, because the 
mother is getting ready to 
send the last of her children 
out into the world. This is the 
time, he a d v i s e d , when 
women should become re- 
acquannted with their hus- 


bands and concentrate on all 
the good things the future 
could hold. 


The women had a few

The task of defining "Sav- 


iour" is a massive one be- 
cause He responds to all the 
ideals of men that have ever 
been thought up in the course 
of human history and in the 
scope of human expectations. 


The Saviour must be looked 


for and found in prophecy, in 
history and'in the new, where 
He continues to live in, with 
and through His spirit left 
among us. 
In prophecy, he is seen as 


one who will suffer, as one 
who loves to the point of lay- 
ing down His life for those 
whom He loves, and finally as 
one who will bring freedom to 
those who will be His. 


In history, the Jews looked 


to Him as the liberator, some 
from the trials of a confining 
world and others from the 
trials of the Roman occupa- 
tion. Need in the New 
In the new, the need for 
Saviour as liberator — 2,000 
years after - still is with us. 
Cries for liberation ring out 
from all the ghettos in the 
jungles of modern society, the 
poverty phetto. the racial 
ghetto, the South American 
ghetto, the Indian ghetto — all 
places where men continue to 
be oppressed. 


The importance of liberation 


is that it freed the talents and 


abilities which God has dis- 
tributed freely in all individ- 
uals.

Genesis, is almost without 
limit. But it is something that 
man must accomplish. To do 
it, it will be necessary for 
men to use in concert all the 
God-given talents and abili- 
ties. 


Liberation — freedom to 


use abilities is the prerequi- 
site here, and the Saviour 
came to proclaim it. 


Men in Prison 


But take the men in prison, 


who often have abilities which 
will never be used because we 
have not developed ways to 
keep them in the stream of 
society capable of functioning 
as useful people. 


Then, when some ability 


and some power is needed, 
and it is not there, we blame 
God. Actually, man has the 
responsibility for the perfec- 
tion of this world and must 
maintain and hold to the goal 
of the liberation of the powers 
in all men to make sure this 
is attained. 


The Saviour frees us from 


death and He frees us from 
sin. Sin has consequences in 
our lives that are unrelenting. 
Christ makes it clear that we 
need only turn to Him in 


sorrow to be freed and so we 
are capable of rescue from 
our own past, and in turn 
more free to change the 
present and the future. 


He freed us from hopeless-

ness. Ours is an age much 
marked by hopelessness, par- 
ticularly in the church, where 
so many things are going 
down the drain. 


Example of Work- 


As a matter of fact, this 


purification may well be just 
another example of the sign of 
the work of the Saviour 
among us. 


W h a t 
are qualities of 


the Saviour who liberates? 


A vagueness, which is not 


easy for the exacting and 
precise thinkers of the West 
to live with, exists. Yet, there 
is freedom in this vagueness 
and it exists in both doctrine 
and morals. 


The Eucharist is a good 


example. "This is my body." 
is a simple phrase. Yet. we 
have turned it into hundreds 
of volumes of theology. 


Morals: we like precision 


here. Hence, the net that 
some use to seine acts has a 
fine mesh to it. New approach 
calls for a wider mesh for the 
fishing of the morality of acts, 
with a stronger fiber between 
the orifices. 


What other qualities does 


the Saviour who liberates 
possess? 


Person-Centered 


—He is person-centered, as 
opposed to task-centered, or 
law-centered. 


—He is positive in his 


concerns. To us, young people 
sometimes reflect Him more 
perfectly than the older peo- 
ple. The concerns of the 
young usually are for positive 
things — for the end of war, 
for racial justice, for helping 
the poor, for the wide distri- 
bution of wealth and the end 
of ghettos. 


—He is centered on the 


least of the brethren, ones 
most in captivity and most in 
need of the Saviour working 


directly in this world or 
through us, who claim to 
follow in His name. 


And "the least of the breth- 


ren" can only be liberated if 
those involved with them are 
liberated — the institutions, 
the jails and the courts. 


Institutions have a way of 


magnifying evil or good. Gov- 
ernments and church organi- 
zations alike get involved in 
the pre-programmed working 
of institutions in such a way 
that they seem unable to be 
controlled. The Saviour today 
must be present in a manner 
in which we permit institu- 
tions of our own creation to 
liberate or oppress others and 
even ourselves. 


Jails — this is where the 


"least of the brethren" often 
end up. In our community our 
Saviour is symbolized by the 
greatness of the churches we 
build for ourselves and the 
miserable nature of the jail 
we have. 


Our courts deal harshly 


with many. They are a sign of 
condemnation and punishmeni 
the likes of which cannot be 
attributed to the Saviour or to 
those who follow Him. 


Our Saviour lives — there 


fore as we seek ways to keep 
liberation alive, we must re 
member that he is alive. 


Ours is a Saviour who was 


predicted as a liberator. When 
in fact He came, he did 
liberate from sin, from death, 
from hopelessness 


If this liberation is to be 


kept alive today, it must show 
in the concern we demon- 
strate for the least of the 
brethren and for the manner 
in which we develop the living 
and changeable processes 
which keep liberation and 
freedom a living part of our 
world. 


Then the Saviour is truly 


present; not only in prophecy, 
or history, but in the now as 
well.

more than an hour and offered 
a look at classrooms, labora- 
tories, the agricultural building, 
the industrial arts building, the 
library, the music room and the 
art room on the main campus, 
Supt Len Brittelli pointed out 
some poignant facts. 


"One out of every sk students 


will be in a nonpublic school 
next year, which means that 16 
per cent of the student popula- 
tion is not being provided ade- 
quate facilities," Brittelli said. 


"This community cannot tol- 


erate a continuation of the 
abuses children face day to day 
and conditions in which teachers 
work," he stated. "We have 
very little choice but to change 
this — and we can. I would 
worry about the effect on our 
children if the conditions you 


see are allowed to continue." 


He explained that in 1971-72 


there will be 33 classes, kinder- 
garten through grade five, held 
in 10 off campus elementary 
centers for which the annual 
rental is $25,000. If this amount 
were invested every year for 
the next 20 years, it could pay 
for a $500,000 building at 5 per 
cent interest 


"Either,you believe in educa- 


tion for kids, or you do not," he 
said. "I know that there is 
concern for the impact of taxes 
— but other communities have 
new schools and the question 
becomes a value judgment to be 
weighed in the light of cost. 


Community's Choice 


"It is a question of programs 


for education and how it does 
effect the education of our 
children," he continued. "If we 
are to stress the education and 
welfare of the youngsters, it is 
the community's choice as to 
whether or not it wants to meet 
its obligation. 


"Those of us who believe in 


education have to get behind a 
program and provide the facili- 


ties we will be talking about 
here tonight — you are faced 
with two problems: outmoded 
facilities and lack of space," he 
said. 


In three groups, the parents 


and teachers made the tour 
during which it was pointed out: 


— The food preparation and 


serving for approximately 900 
students is handled every day in 
the multi-purpose room of the 
Central Elementary School. 


— Two acres of serviceable 


playground area accommodates 
1,300 
students on the Central 


Campus, grades three to 12, 
ages eight to 20 years. 


— The Central Elementary 


classroom, built for the express 
p u r p o s e of accommodating 
grades Kindergarten 
through 


five, now serves one 3rd grade, 
one 4th grade, one 5th grade, 
five 6th grades, one special 
education grade and two 7th 
grades. 


Basement Art 


— The art rpom in the 


basement of central elementary 
accommodates students from 
grades seven through 12, 


— The junior high school 


building accommodates three 
7th grades and five 8th grades, 
with limited classroom space, 
facilities, storage areas and 
cloakrooms; the hallways are 
small and must handle the 
movement of 300 7th and 8th 
graders every hour; and these 
students move every hour to 
different buildings for art. vocal 
music, band, academic classes 
and physical education. There is 
movement five and six times a 
day. 


— The agriculture building 


was built in 1934, has one 
classroom to handle up to 40 
children, and the physical condi- 
tion, equipment and facilities of 
the workroom and shop are 
antiquated. 


— The industrial arts shop 


has one classroom which 
accommodates 
approximately 


300 boys per day, with double 
classes and 50 to 75 boys per 
hour. 


— The high school building 


accommodates 640 students this 
year and 675 are expected next 
term, and the maximum capac- 


ity would appear to be closer 
to 500 students. 


On the first floor there is 


limited space for the movement 
of 675 students: there are two 
science rooms and other science 
classes use traditional class- 
rooms: the driver education and 
mathematics classes arc located 
in the basement: the lobby of 
the gymnasium is used for a 
study hall: the gym is used by 
1.200 s t u d e n t s , limiting pro- 
grams to a maximum of two 
days per week; the music room 
is used by all 7th through 12th 
grade students for vocal and 
instrumental music, accommo- 
dation 800 vocal and 300-400 
instrumental there is a shortage 
of practice rooms for vocal and 
instrumental lessons and stor- 
age area.

"The Face of the Saviour 
in Scripture and in 1971."

The task of defining "Sav- 


iour" is a massive one be- 
cause He responds to all the 
ideals of men that have ever 
been thought up in the course 
of human history and in the 
scope of human expectations. 


The Saviour must be looked 


for and found in prophecy, in 
history and in the new, where 
He continues to live in, with 
and through His spirit left 
among us. 


In prophecy, he is seen as 


one who will suffer, as one. 
who loves to the point of lay- 
ing down His life for those 
whom He loves, and finally as 
one who will bring freedom to 
those who will be His. 


In history, the Jews looked 


to Him as the liberator, some 
from the trials of a confining 
world and others from the 
trials of the Roman occupa- 
tion. 


Need in the New 


In the new. the need for 
Saviour as liberator — 2,000 
years after — still is with us. 
Cries for liberation ring out j 
from all the ghettos in the j 
jungles of modern society, the i 
poverty 
phetto. the racial 


ghetto, the South American 
ghetto, the Indian ghetto — all 
places where men continue to 
be oppressed. 


The importance of liberation 


is that it freed the talents and 
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abilities which God has dis- 
tributed freely in all individ- 
uals. Persons not liberated 
cannot use their abilities and 
the world suffers as a conse- 
quence. . 


The vision of perfectibility 


of the world that has been 
placed before man by God. 
starting from the book of 
Genesis, is almost without 
limit. But it is something that 
man must accomplish. To do 
it. it will be necessary for 
men to use in concert all the 
God-given talents and abili- 
ties. 


Liberation — freedom to 


use abilities is the prerequi- 
site here, and the Saviour 
came to proclaim it. 


Men in Prison 


But take the men in prison, 


who often have abilities which 
will never be used because we 
have not developed ways to 
keep them in the stream of 
society capable of functioning 
a? useful people. 


Then, when some ability 


and some power is needed.- 
and it is not there, we blame 
God Actually, man has the 
responsibility for the perfec- 
tion of this world and must 
maintain and hold to the goal 
of the liberation of the powers 
in all men to make sure this 
is attained. 


The Saviour frees us from 


death and He frees us from 
sin. 
Sin has consequences in 


our lives that are unrelenting. 
Christ makes it clear that we 
need only turn to Him in 


sorrow to be freed and so we 
are capable of rescue from 
our own past, and in turn 
more free to change the 
present and the future. 


He freed us from hopeless- 


Janssen 


ness. Ours is an age much 
marked by hopelessness, par- 
ticularly in the church, where 
so many things are going 
down the drain. 


Example of Work 


As a matter of fact, this 


purification may well be just 
another example of the sign of 
the work of the Saviour 
among us. 


W h a t are qualities of 


the Saviour who liberates? 


A vagueness, which is not 


easy for the exacting and 
precise thinkers of the West 
to live with, exists. Yet, there 
is freedom in this vagueness 
and it exists in both doctrine 
and morals. 


The Eucharist is a good 


example. "This is my body." 
is a simple phrase. Yet, we 
have turned it into hundreds 
of volumes of theology. 


Morals: we like precision 


here. Hence, the net that 
some use to seine acts has a 
fine mesh to it. New approach 
calls for a wider mesh for the 
fishing of the morality of acts, 
with a stronger fiber between 
the orifices. 


What other qualities does 


the Saviour who liberates 
possess? 


Person-Centered 


—He is person-centered, as 
opposed to task-centered, or 
law-centered. 


—He is positive in his 


concerns. To us, young people 
sometimes reflect Him more 
perfectly than the older peo- 
ple. The concerns of. the 
young usually are for positive 
things — for the end of war, 
for racial justice, for helping 
the poor, for the wide distri- 
bution of wealth and the end 
of ghettos. 


—He is centered on the 


least of the brethren, ones 
most in captivity and most in 
need of the Saviour working 


directly in this world or 
through us, who claim to 
follow in His name. 


And "the least of the breth- 


ren" can only be liberated if 
those involved with them are 
liberated — the institutions, 
the jails and the courts. 


Institutions have a way of 


magnifying evil or good. Gov- 
ernments and church organi- 
zations alike get involved in 
the pre-programmed working 
of institutions in such a way 
that they seem unable to be 
controlled. The Saviour today 
must be present in a manner 
in which we permit institu- 
tions of our own creation to 
liberate or oppress others and 
even ourselves. 


Jails — this is where the 


"least of the brethren" often 
end up. In our community our 
Saviour is symbolized by the 
greatness of the churches we 
build for ourselves and the 
miserable nature of the jail 
we have. 


Our courts deal harshly 


with many. They are a sign of 
condemnation and punishment 
the likes of which cannot be 
attributed to the Saviour or to 
those who follow Him. 


Our Saviour lives — there- 


fore as we seek ways to keep 
liberation alive, we must re- 
member that he is alive. 


Ours is a Saviour who was 


predicted as a liberator. When 
in fact He came, he did 
liberate from sin, from death, 
from hopelessness. 


If- this liberation is to be 


kept alive'today, it must show 
in -the concern we demon- 
strate for the least of the 
brethren and for the manner 
in which we develop the living 
and changeable processes 
which keep liberation and 
freedom a living part of our 
world. 


Then the Saviour is truly 


present; not only in prophecy, 
or history, but in the now as 
well.
